Statement  of  Expenditure  at  the  Hospital. 

Total  expenditure  from  open  votes  amounted  to  £18701 
Is.  lid.,  Expenditure  on  the  Hospital  from  annually  recurrent 
and  special  provisions  was  £13141  2s.  9d.  To  this  must  be 
added  the  salaries  of  officials  under  “Personal  Emoluments,” 
£3330  Os.  0d.,  giving  a  total  of  £16371  2s.  9d. 

On  this  basis,  the  daily  running  cost  of  the  institution 
was  £44  17s.  0d.,  and  the  average  cost  per  resident  patient  per 
day  was  again  4s. 

All  overhead  charges  affecting  the  Hospital  are  included  in 
these  figures.  The  cost  of  outside  activities,  Relief,  Pauper 
Passages,  Funeral  Expenses,  and  Out  Island  Medical  Ser¬ 
vices,  are  excluded. 

£1390  15s.  0d.,  was  paid  to  other  Government  Depart¬ 
ments.  The  General  Vote  of  £11,000  proved  hopelessly  in¬ 
adequate  and  transfers  from  other  votes  amounting  to  £650 
were  approved. 

Two  principal  causes  of  increased  expenditure  were  the 
opening  of  a  ward  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  an 
improvement  in  the  diet  scale  for  nurses  and  attendants. 
Both  innovations  were  progressive.  They  were  long  overdue 
and  were  greatly  appreciated.

(c)  Port  Health. 

The  Port  Officer  examines  the  Bills  of  Health  and  in  the 
event  that  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  ship’s  Bill  of  Health, 
a  Medical  Officer  is  summoned  by  the  Officer  of  the  Port  to 
inspect  the  ship  before  it  is  granted  pratique.  There  have 
been  no  diseases  of  a  quarantinable  nature  discovered  this 
year. 

A  total  of  214  aeroplanes  and  563  vessels  were  granted 
pratique  during  the  year. 


II.  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a)  Ordinances. 

During  the  year  1935,  the  Government  approved  a  new 
set  of  Public  Health,  Hospital,  Market  and  Slaughterhouse 
Rules.  These  rules  provide  among  other  things  more  precise 
and  more  stringent  standards  for  milk ;  require  that  food  hand¬ 
lers  be  physically  examined  twice  a  year;  provide  for  system¬ 
atic  inspection  of  meat  and  compel  the  labelling  of  imported 
food  stuffs. 

Facilities  for  the  fumigation  and  deratisation  of  ships 
having  been  secured,  formal  recognition  of  the  Port  of  Nassau 
was  granted  during  the  year. 

(b)  General  Remarks. 

The  Pre-natal  Clinic  is  doing  a  much  needed  work.  It 
is  operated  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Sisters,  and  attended  by 
a  private  practitioner,  Dr.  H.  AXather  Hare.  Attendance 
during  the  year,  642. 


'Child  Welfare  lias  previously  been  taken  care  of  by  pri¬ 
vate  agencies.  During  1935  however,  the  Infant  Welfare 
Association  was  taken  over  by  the  Health  Board  and  has  been 
absorbed  into  the  Medical  Department.  So  far  this  has 
been  purely  an  administrative  change  as  the  essential  fea¬ 
tures  of  this  service  remain  the  same.  A  part  time  medical 
officer  conducts  three  clinics  per  week  and  the  nursing  work  is 
done  by  two  native  nurses.  Statistics  covering  this  work  are 
given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

•(c)  Diseases, 

Nutritional  Diseases . 

The  diet  of  the  poorer  classes  is  deficient  in  good  proteins, 
butter  and  mineral  salts.  This  explains  the  prevalence  of 
various  nutritional  disturbances,  of  which  pellagra  is  merely 
one  example.  Many  cases  of  nutritional  oedema  are  admit¬ 
ted  to  hospital,  many  latent  cases  of  pellagra  are  seen  at  the 
Out  Patient  Clinic,  but  beri-beri  and  epidemic  dropsy  do  not 
occur. 

Pellagra  is  an  endemic  disease  of  the  Bahamas.  The 
same  number  of  cases  was  seen  in  the  hospital  in  1935  as 
in  1934.  As  long  as  the  economic  level  remains  low  this 
disease  will  continue  to  be  seen;  a  little  better  one  year,  a 
little  worse  the  next. 


Helminthic  Diseases , 


Asearis,  oxyuris,  and  trichuris  trichiura  infections  are 
frequently  seen.  Cases  are  treated  as  they  come  under 
observation.  The  oil  of  chenepodium  is  the  vermifuge  usually 
prescribed. 


Venereal  Diseases . 

Ail  the  venereal  diseases  occur — syphilis,  gonorrhoea  and 
climatic  bubo  with  great  frequency  ,  chancroid  less  frequently 
and  granuloma  venereum  very  seldom. 


There  were  a  good  many  cases  of  genito-ano-rectal  syn¬ 
drome  (esthiomene)  recognised.  Colostomy  was  performed 
where  stricture  was  causing  symptoms.  Alore  cases  of 
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syphilis  were  treated  and  for  longer  periods  in  1935.  Gonorr¬ 
hoea  however  presents  a  difficult  problem  which  has  not  been 
successfully  solved  thus  far. 


Communicable  Diseases*. 


The  health  of  the  Colony  remained  much  the  same  as  in 
former  years.  Upper  respiratory  infections  such  as  influenzal 
colds  were  prevalent  from  time  to  time,  especially  during 
periods  of  cold  or  changeable  weather. 

Numerous  cases  of  mumps  and  measles  occurred  both  in 
Nassau  and  in  the  Out  Islands.  The  actual  incidence  of  cases 
is  unknown  because  very  few  cases  are  reported  to  the  au¬ 
thorities. 

The  incidence  of  typhoid  continues,  over  the  year,  to 
decline.  Only  17  cases  with  6  deaths  were  reported.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  better  water  supply,  an  improved  sanitation, 
and  mass  inoculations  have  contributed  to  this  result.  No 
para  typhoid  was  noted.  4592  inoculations  were  given. 

Tuberculosis  is  an  importait  “killing”  disease.  115  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Bahamas  General  Hospital  with  53 
deaths.  The  opening  of  a  small  ward  for  such  cases  marks  a 
beginning  in  anti- tuberculosis  work.  “Sputum  positive” 
cases  are  kept  in  this  ward,  thus  removing  foci  of  infection  out 
of  the  community. 

Malaria,  dengue,  smallpox  and  diphtheria  contributed  no 
cases  during  the  year. 

The  situation  in  regard  to  leprosy  remains  unchanged. 
The  usual  remedies  were  given — the  results  were  not  im¬ 
pressive. 


(d)  Vital,  Statistics. 


The  estimated  population  for  the  year  1935  was  64,982. 
The  estimated  increase  (actual  number)  over  1934,  was  1219.

The  infant  mortality  rate,  i.  e.,  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age  per  1000  live  births,  is  not  known  but  in  New 
Providence  the  Infant  Welfare  Association  recorded  for  the 
year  630  live  births,  30  still  births,  79  deaths  under  one  year 
if  still  births  are  included.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality 
rate  for  the  group  observed  of  125.4  per  1000  births.

III.  HYGIENE. 


V itamine  Deficiency. 


The  Board  of  Agriculture  is  continuing  its  efforts  to  stim¬ 
ulate  farming  and  in  the  absence  of  hurricanes,  vitamine 
deficiency  diseases  can  be  practically  eradicated.  It  will  be 
only  a  matter  of  time  until  the  inhabitants  can  be  taught  to 
eat  the  fruit  and  vegetables  which  grow  naturally  in  these 
Islands. 

Citrus  fruits,  spinach,  other  green  vegetables  and  to¬ 
matoes  are  available. 

The  Board  of  Education  and  Medical  Department  are 
co-operating  in  an  effort  to  educate  the  public  school  teachers 
and  school  children  with  regard  to  Hygeiene  and  Sanitation. 

The  sections  of  the  city  in  which  the  Nassau  Improve¬ 
ment  Association  have  been  working  are  showing  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  public  grounds 
and  private  yards,  and  more  people  are  growing  vegetables 
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and  fruit  on  small  plots  of  land  in  their  yards  for  private 
consumption : 

Sanitation. 

1.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  from  Chlorinated  City 
Water  Supply  is  1043,  an  increase  of  23  over  last  year.  In¬ 
stead  of  public  wells  there  are  51  standpipes  supplying  city 
water,  an  increase  of  1  over  last  year. 

2.  There  are  305  buildings  connected  to  the  Sewerage 
System  (an  increase  of  50  over  last  year).  Although  the 
sewers  are  not  available  in  certain  inhabited  parts  of  the 
island,  nevertheless  with  the  improved  water  supply  and 
sewerage  system  where  available,  the  anticipated  decrease  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  and  Enteritis  is  being  real¬ 
ized. 

During  the  year  the  large  hotels  were  connected  to  the 
sewer. 

Dairies,  bakeries,  restaurants,  butcher  shops,  food  shops, 
barber  shops,  and  bottling  factories  must  have  a  certificate  of 
sanitation  before  being  allowed  to  operate. 

The  cleaning  of  the  streets  is  under  the  administration  of 
the  Health  Board.  Due  to  financial  stringency,  namely,  a 
20%  reduction  in  the  money  allocated  for  public  health  and 
sanitation  during  1934,  it  was  found  necessary  to  reduce  the 
staff  of  sanitary  inspectors  and  street  sweepers.  However,  in 
spite  of  this  handicap,  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  and  sani¬ 
tation  has  been  maintained. 

The  City  Public  Market  and  Slaughterhouse,  which  are 
controlled  by  the  Health  Board,  have  been  improved  struc¬ 
turally  and  are  now  more  sanitary. 

All  butchers  are  examined  medically  and  pronounced  fit 
before  being  allowed  to  follow  their  trade. 

The  city  water  is  analyzed  weekly.  To  date  the  water 
is  of  a  high  standard  bacteriologically. 

Dairy  milk  is  also  examined  periodically. 


# 
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Periodic  sanitary  inspection  of  the  Industrial  School  is 
carried  out  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  Report  ap¬ 
pended. 

The  Barracks  and  Prison  are  inspected  quarterly  with  re¬ 
gard  to  sanitation  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  Reports 
are  appended. 


Further  data,  relating  more  particularly  to  sanitation  in 
Nassau,  may  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector  which  is  appended. 

IV.  HOSPITAL. 

The  distribution  of  the  patien  ts  to  the  various  Departments 
and  results  of  treatment  are  shown  in  the  appended  table. 
The  majority  of  4 ‘relieved”  cases  are  either  venereal  or  were 
transferred  to  the  Out  Patients’  Department,  where  they  were 
eventually  discharged  as  cured.

Lectures  in  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Medicine,  Psychiatry, 
Dietetics,  Obstetrics,  Surgery  and  Practical  Nursing  are  given 
to  the  undergraduate  nurses  by  the  Resident  Staff. 

During  the  past  year  all  remaining  unqualified  attendants 
in  the  mental  hospitals  have  been  replaced  by  student  nurses 
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and  a  graduate  nurse  is  now  in  charge  of  these  departments;. 
Psychiatry  is  now  part  of  the  curriculum  of  the  student  nurses 
and  each  nurse  spends  six  months  of  her  general  training  in 
one  of  the  mental  hospitals. 

Also  each  nurse  is  required  to  spend  three  months  in  the 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  as  part  of  his  or  her  training. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  provide  certain  parts  of  the 
Out  Islands  (where  district  medical  officers  only  occasionally 
visit)  with  first  aid  “dressers.”  Suitable  candidates  are 
given  a  course  of  six  months  at  the  Bahamas  General  Hos¬ 
pital  in  general  training,  special  attention  being  directed  to¬ 
wards  recognizing  the  common  native  ailments  and  their  ap¬ 
propriate  treatment  as  well  as  first  aid  treatment  of  accidents, 
etc. 


The  standard  of  entrance  for  candidates  in  general  nursing; 
has  been  raised,  viz,,  only  applicants  who  have  a  high  school 
leaving  certificate,  Junior  Cambridge  Certificate  or  equiva¬ 
lent,  are  accepted. 

The  one  exception  to  this  rule  is  in  regard  to  candidates 
for  course  in  Midwifery.  However,  applicants  for  training  in 
midwifery  who  cannot  fulfill  this  rule  are  only  granted  a 
licence  (after  six  months  training)  to  practice  in  the  Out 
Islands. 


V.  RESEARCH  WORK, 

No  special  investigations  were  made  by  the  Medical: 
Department  during  the  year. 

Deratisation  of  Cold  Storage. 

The  management  of  the  Government  Cold  Storage  Plant 
experienced  difficulty  with  rodents.  Food  received  into  the 
plant  was  damaged  by  mice  and  rats  which  had  gained  en¬ 
trance  in  the  packing  cases. 

These  creatures  burrowed  into  the  cork  insulation  where 
the  temperature  was  higher  but  secured  their  food  from  the 
meat  and  other  foods  stored  iii  the  plant. 


Advice  was  sought  from  the  Health  Department  as  to 
‘Suitable  means  of  ridding  the  storage  space  of  rats  and  mice 
but  which  would  not  injure  the  food  at  the  same  time. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Director  of  the  Electrical  Depart¬ 
ment  a  small  plant  was  improvised  to  produce  carbon  monox¬ 
ide  gas.  This  gas  was  blown  into  the  Cold  Storage  plant 
for  about  one  hour,  and  then  air  was  blown  through  to  remove 
the  carbon-monoxide.  Subsequently  numbers  of  mice  and 
rats  were  collected  and  there  has  been  no  difficulty  since. 

VI.  DEPARTMENTAL  REPORTS.

REPORT  ON  SANITATION  DEPARTMENT 

FOR  YEAR  1935.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  year  ended 
31st  December,  1935. 

House  to  house  inspections  were  carried  out  in  all  Dis¬ 
tricts — a  total  of  27,143  inspections  being  reported  for  the 
year.  This  total  is  less  by  5,000  visits  than  last  year  due  to 
the  absence  of  two  Inspectors  during  the  year,  Mr.  O’Day 
having  been  on  two  months  leave  and  Mr.  Pyfrom  seconded 
to  the  Market  for  two  months  during  the  leave  of  the  Super¬ 
visor. 

A  total  of  122  Health  Orders  were  issued  and  have  been 
Complied  with,  except  those  on  which  the  time  given  has  not 
yet  expired. 

One  prosecution  was  carried  out  and  conviction  secured. 

The  sanitation  in  all  districts  shows  improvement. 

I  attended  the  School  for  Sanitary  Inspectors  held  in 
Jamaica  from  February  to  May  and  sat  for  the  Examination 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  of  London. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Diseases  notified  during  the  year:  19  cases  Typhoid  Fever y 
63  cases  Measles. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified,  viz.,  19, 
is  a  decrease  of  13  cases  under  the  previous  year,  distributed 
as  follows ;

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It  should  be  noted  that  in  New  Providence  all  the  cases 
were  from  the  suburban  districts  and  although  there  is  greater 
accessibility  of  the  City  Water  Supply  through  public  stand¬ 
pipes,  many  people  continue  to  use  doubtful  drinking  water 
drawn  from  shallow  wells  in  their  yards  and  become  infected 
in  this  manner. 

All  public  wells  have  now  been  closed  and  the  people  are 
gradually  being  educated  to  use  city  water  lor  drinking  pur¬ 
poses. 

There  were  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Mumps 
during  the  year. 


Fumigations. 

Fumigation^  with  sulphur  for  the  year:  Houses,  four; 
deratisation  of  ships,  two. 

City  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  System. 

Laboratory  tests  of  the  City  Water  drawn  from  all  dis¬ 
tricts  have  been  carried  out  weekly.  Public  standpipes  have 
been  kept  in  good  repair  and  one  additional  standpipe  in¬ 
stalled.  The  supply  continues  to  expand  and  many  new  con¬ 
nections  were  made  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
premises  now  connected  with  the  system  is  1043. 

There  were  50  new  connections  made  to  the  sewerage 
system,  including  Hotels  Fort  Montagu  and  Royal  Victoria, 
Shirley  Slope  properties,  etc.  The  total  number  of  connec¬ 
tions  is  305.  Complaints  were  received  about  foul  odours 
which  emanated  from  the  Potter’s  Cay  Disposal  Works.  The 
matter  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment. 
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Dairies. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  one  additional  dairy  oper¬ 
ating,  making  a  total  now  of  five,  2  supplying  Pasteurised  Milk, 
and  3  supplying  Raw  Milk. 

These  dairies  were  inspected  regularly  and  samples  of 
milk  tested  periodically. 

A  marked  improvement  in  all  the  farms  has  been  obtained 
and  further  equipment  to  modernize  the  plants  is  receiving 
consideration.  The  dairymen  are  very  keen  in  their  efforts  to 
improve  the  standard  of  their  farms.  A  good  many  head  of 
cattle  have  been  imported  from  the  United  States  during  this 
year  for  the  farms. 

Those  dairies  supplying  Raw  Milk  are  required  to  have 
all  cattle  tested  for  Tuberculosis  yearly. 

All  dairy  personnel  have  been  medically  examined  and 
inoculated  against  Typhoid  Fever. 

Foodhandlers  and  Factories. 

( Restaurants ,  Bakeries ,  Butcher  Shops ,  Aerated  Water 

Factories ,  etc.) 

In  accordance  with  the  new  Public  Health  Rules,  all  food- 
handlers  were  medically  examined  and  certificates  given — a 
total  of  about  1400  examinations.  An  average  of  3%  failed 
to  pass  medical  examination. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  of  shops  were  made  in  all  the 
districts.  Gradual  improvement  can  be  seen  in  many  cases. 

Quite  a  number  of  seizures  of  putrefied  meats  were  made 
which  were  due  principally  to  unsatisfactory  refrigeration  in 
the  butcher  shops  in  the  suburban  areas  during  the  summer 
months. 

A  Cannery  engaged  in  the  packing  of  Crawfish  for  ex¬ 
port  was  started  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The 
process  is  conducted  in  an  efficient  and  sanitary  manner. 
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Public  Market  and  Slaughterhouse. 

During  this  year  the  practice  of  causing  fish  sold  in  the 
Market  to  be  wrapped  was  started,  and  while  perhaps  the 
present  arrangements  are  not  absolutely  satisfactory,  it  is  a 
step  forward  in  eliminating  the  previous  unsightly  manner  in 
which  fish  was  carried  through  the  streets. 

* 

After  my  return  from  Jamaica,  I  began  the  inspection 
of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Government  Slaughterhouse 
and  now  all  local  meats  are  inspected  and  stamped  before 
delivery.  This  has  met  with  much  opposition  from  the 
butchers,  principally  because  there  had  been  no  inspection  and 
control  previously. 

From  about  the  middle  of  June  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  following  carcases  and  portions  of  carcases  were  con¬ 
demned  :

A  section  of  the  main  Market  building  is  being  utilised 
for  a  proposed  Produce  Exchange. 

The  Market  Sheds  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  and 
painted,  also  certain  repairs  carried  out  on  the  main  buildings, 
in  addition  to  general  maintenance. 

The  total  revenue  from  the  Market  for  the  year  amounted 
to  £941  Os.  3d. 

Public  Latrines. 

These  have  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  but  they 
are  greatly  abused  by  the  public.  All  buildings  were  thorough¬ 
ly  repaired  and  painted. 
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Drains. 

There  has  been  far  less  cause  for  complaint  this  year  about 
noxious  smells  from  the  storm  water  drains.  With  the  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  sewer  connections  there  is  less  sullage 
water  being  emptied  into  these  drains,  which  was  the  chief 
cause  of  nuisances. 

The  flushing  of  drains  was  carried  out  bi-weekly: 

Extensions  and  improvements  to  the  drains  in  the  Pond 
District  and  on  sections  of  East  Bay  Street  have  been  made 
by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Street  Sweeping  and  Garbage  Collection. 

These  services  continued  to  meet  all  requirements  satis¬ 
factorily. 

Litter  receptacles  have  been  placed  along  Bay  Street,  also 
a  few  barrels  placed  on  waterfront  properties  to  try  and  re¬ 
duce  the  scattering  of  litter  over  the  streets,  etc.  Results 
have  been  very  satisfactory  and  further  receptacles  have  been 
ordered. 

An  item  has  been  inserted  in  the  Draft  Estimates  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  garbage  truck  to  replace  one  of  the  trucks 
which  is  almost  worn  out. 

Lowlying  Areas, 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Pilotage  the  Health 
Board  was  able  to  place  sand  dredged  from  the  Harbour  at 
the  disposal  of  the  public  for  the  continuance  of  the  filling  in 
of  lowlying  and  swampy  areas.  Marked  improvements  have 
been  made  in  sanitation,  especially  in  the  Pond  District  and 
areas  on  Dowdeswell  Street  in  this  way.

Water  consumption  was  alarmingly  high  during  the  first 
and  second  quarters,  approximating  to  something  over  80 
gallons  daily  per  resident  head  of  population.  An  overhaul 
of  the  system  and  a  daily  reading  of  the  meters  has  cheeked 
waste  and  reduced  consumption  in  the  third  quarter  to  1450 
gallons  a  day  or  45  gallons  per  head  of  population. 


The  day  population  has  averaged  355. 

Garden  Produce.  For  at  least  three  months  of  the  year 
the  Hospital  was  adequately  supplied  with  vegetables  from, 
the  Hospital  garden,  spinach,  carrots,  cabbage  and  beet  root 
being  the  main  crops.  For  a  similar  period,  lemons  and 
grapefruit  were  available  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
New  Ward. 

Leper  Department .  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there 
were  21  inmates  at  the  Lazaretto.  At  the  end  of  December 
there  were  17.  There  are  no  separate  expenses  of  adminis¬ 
tration  for  this  Department  and  no  paid  employees.  The 
inmates  grow  a  fair  amount  of  foodstuff  and  catch  all  the  fish 
they  need.  Provision  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Settlement  is 
less  than  a  shilling  a  day  for  each  patient.  Demands  are 
very  reasonable  but  this  provision  is  inadequate  and  the 
general  vote  has  to  contribute  to  maintenance.  Provision 
should  be  raised  to  Is.  6d.  per  day  for  each  patient.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  GOVERNMENT 
BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY,  1935. 


The  usual  clinical  and  public  health  laboratory  work  has 
been  done  during  the  year  but  its  volume  has  increased  and 
its  nature  has  been  more  varied. 

The  laboratory  offers  the  following  types  of  service: 

(a)  Clinical ,  AT  the  usual  laboratory  proceedings  of  a 
diagnostic  character  are  carried  out  for  the  private  prac¬ 
titioners  and  the  Bahamas  General  Hospital. 

The  Kahn  precipitation  reaction  is  done  but  not  the  Was- 
sermann. 

The  services  of  the  laboratory  are  also  available  for  the 
District  Medical  Officers  who  care  to  send  in  material  for  ex¬ 
amination. 

(b)  Several  substances  are  prepared  for  use  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  such  as  solutions  of  morphia,  glucose,  saline,  antimony, 
etc.  Typhoid  Vaccine  is  made  for  use  at  the  Out-Patients' 
Department, 

(e)  Bacteriological  control  of  food—largely  restricted  to 
milk  and  water. 

Regular  examination  of  City  Water  is  carried  out.  Samples 
are  collected  at  different  points  over  the  distributional 
system.  Control  of  hardness,  salinity,  etc.,  is  carried  out  by 
the  Staff  of  the  City  Waterworks  Department. 

A  few  samples  of  water  fropn  other  sources  were  examined 
during  the  year. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  certain  other  food-stuffs 
such  as  cray-fish,  canned  food,  etc.,  was  made. 

(d)  Investigations  of  a  medico-legal  character  were  done 
at  the  request  of  the  police. 
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The  Venereal  Clinic.  This  clinic  continues  as  in  previous 
years.  I  think  it  may  be  said  that  syphilitic  patients  are  now 
securing  longer  periods  of  treatment  and  that  the  number 
under  treatment  continues  to  grow. 

An  effort  is  made  to  offer  as  a  minimum  eight  (8)  injec¬ 
tions  of  N.A.B.  and  20  injections  of  Thio-Bismol,  spread  over 
28  weeks.
